WASHINGTON (/#)—It was 
once so warm in Greenland, says 
a Harvard scientist, that mag- 
nolia trees flourished there. 

“The earth,” Dr. Ronald Men- 
zel told the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science, “has undergone a num- 
ber of separate and district per- 
iods of glaciation, with interim 
periods when the climate was 
ajpreciably warmer than at 
present.” 

No one knows why those cli- 
ate changes occurred, said Men- 
zel. Here's his own idea: 

For about a million years, the 
sun passed through great clouds 
of cosmic dust which would 
“seatter” the sun’s rays as they 
were reflected back into space 
from the earth—-and send them 
earthward again. 

Thus, the earth got a double- 
dose of sunlight — and Green-
